Tedd Arnold 

Tedd Arnold, a graduate of the University of 
Florida, illustrated many books before he decided to 
write some of his own. The idea for No Jumping on 
the Bed! (Dial, 1987) was inspired by his four-year- 
old son, Walter, who thought, "jumping on my bed 
and going through the floor would be fun. I could 
visit the landlady." Ollie Forgot (Dial, 1988), Mother 
Goose's Words of Wit & Wisdom (Doubleday, 1990), 
and Bisnipian's Blast-Off (Discovery Toys, 1990) are 
among the books that followed. 

He was awarded the Georgia Picture Book Award, 
1989, the Alabama Young Readers' Choice Award, 
1989, and the Colorado Children's Book Award 
Nomination, 1990. The Signmaker's Assistant and The 
Simple People will be published by Dial Books in June. 
Tedd Arnold Tedd Arnold lives in Elmira, New York, with his wife 

and two sons. 




Jennifer Blake 

Bom and raised in Louisiana, Jennifer Blake has 
used the South as the backdrop for her 35 novels. Her 
latest is no exception: Wildest Dreams (Fawcett, 1992) 
parallels the lives of two women, one from present- 
day New Orleans, the other a European ancestor from 
the mid-1800s. Blake was married at the age of 15 and 
had three children under foot by the time she was 20 
(a fourth came along a bit later). She had also begun 
reading eight to ten books a week, and that was the 
impetus she needed to give writing a try. 

Her first novel didn't sell, however her second one, 
a gothic entitled The Secret of Mirror House (Fawcett, 
1970) did. Several more gothics followed before 
Blake attempted her first historical romance. Love's 
Wild Desire (Popular Library, 1977; Warner Books, 
1983), a very successful book which became her first 
to make the New York Times bestseller list. Love and 
Smoke (Fawcett, 1989) marked her entry into hard¬ 
cover books. 

Jennifer Blake has received numerous awards from 
her peers and is considered a superstar in her field. In 
her own words, "I write my fantasies of love and 
adventure in another, more gracious time. And some¬ 
times, when I sit on the porch in late afternoon, with 
the sunlight falling across the lawn and smells of 
magnolia, sweet olive and honeysuckle wafting on 
the warm air, I live them."

Pennsylvania native Gay Courter traveled around the 
world in her youth because of her father's international 
trading business. This peripatetic upbringing has influ¬ 
enced her writing and provided the settings for several 
of her novels. This fall. The Midwife's Advice (Dutton, 
1992), the long-awaited sequel to The Midwife (Houghton 
Mifflin, 1981), will be published. The title character is 
loosely based on her paternal grandmother. The sequel 
"follows Hannah into a new phase of her life as she 
counsels women and men on sexual matters during the 
turbulent period from 1913-1923, when women were 
fighting for suffrage and birth control rights and dealing 
with the First World War and the Russian Revolution." 

Her other novels include River of Dreams (Dutton, 
1984), Code Ezra (Dutton, 1986), and Flowers in the Blood 
(Dutton, 1990). Courter and her husband Philip have 
been producing documentary and educational films for 
almost 25 years. They are the parents of two sons and 
live in Crystal River, Florida.

Pat Cummings 

This talented artist/writer gets her ideas from such 
varied sources as her dreams and the everyday world 
around her. "Sometimes ideas hit me smack in the head 
when I'm doing something like swimming or reading, 
or when I'm halfway through drawing. Then, if I'm 
smart. I'll stop and write them down or sketch what I 
saw in my imagination." 

Cummings won the Coretta Scott King Award in 1984 
for My Mama Needs Me (Lothrop, 1983) and a Coretta 
Scott King Honorable Mention in 1983 for Just Us Women 
(Harper, 1982). She illustrated Mildred Pitts Walter's 
Two and Too Much (Bradbury, 1990). Clean Your Room, 
Harvey Moon! (Bradbury, 1991) is her latest picture book. 
In Talking With Artists (Bradbury, 1992), Cummings in¬ 
terviews 14 favorite children's book illustrators, includ¬ 
ing Chris Van Allsburg, Jerry Pinkney, and Lois Ehlert. 
These autobiographical conversations offer helpful in¬ 
sights into how these artists got started and how they go 
about their work. The book represents a broad spectrum 
of artistic styles and includes childhood art as well as 
childhood and adult photographs of each artist. Pat 
Cummings was graduated from the Pratt Institute and 
lives in a loft in downtown Brooklyn, New York, with 
her husband and cat.

David Feldman 

David Feldman continues to answer the seemingly 
unanswerable in his latest book Do Penguins Have 
Knees?: An Imponderables™ Book (Harper Collins, 
1991). The fifth installment in an ongoing series, the 
book answers questions such as "Why do fish float 
upside down when they die?" or "Why do scabs 
always itch so much?" 

The popular culture guru and bestselling author 
was a literature major at Grinnell College and went 
on to teach what he says was the first-ever college 
course on soap operas at Bowling Green State Uni¬ 
versity. The idea for his first Imponderables™ Book 
came about when he was on a cereal kick several 
years ago. Feldman noticed that nearly every brand 
of cereal listed the same amount of calories per 
ounce. Careful research led him to the answer: 
"Cereals are usually composed of two kinds of car¬ 
bohydrates — grains and sweeteners — and both 
contribute exactly four calories per gram. One way 
the calorie count can be dropped is by adding fiber." 
Why Do Clocks Run Clockwise? (1987), Who Put the 
Butter in Butterfly? (1987), When Do Fish Sleep? 
(1989), and Why Do Dogs Have Wet Noses? (1990) are 
the titles of the first four books in the series.

Carl Hiaasen 

Carl Hiaasen's latest novel. Native Tongue, takes 
place in Florida and accurately reflects his diseased 
view of the state, particularly its tourists, land devel¬ 
opers, and crooked politicians. The author still lives 
in South Florida, where he was bom and raised. 

He attended Emory University and was graduated 
with a degree in journalism from the University of 
Florida at Gainesville in 1974. Hiaasen's journalism 
career began at Cocoa Today (now the Melbourne- 
based Florida Today ) where he wrote "weird public 
interest stories." In 1976, he joined The Miami Herald, 
where he has worked a variety of assignments. As 
part of the paper's investigations team, he worked 
on projects exposing dangerous doctors in Florida, 
land corruption in the Keys, and drug smuggling in 
the Bahamas and Key West. Today, he is Metro 
columnist for The Miami Herald. Other novels written 
by Hiaasen include Tourist Season, Double Whammy, 
and Skin Tight. His joint efforts with William D. 
Montalbano include Powder Burn, Trap Line, and A 
Death in China. 
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Gloria Houston 

A native of Spruce Pine, North Carolina, a small 
Appalachian mountain town where her family has 
lived for generations, Gloria Houston grew up in her 
parents' country store. Her vivid childhood memo¬ 
ries of a busy life there are a strong influence in her 
writing, especially the language patterns of the 
Appalachian culture. "I was saturated with lan¬ 
guage, the language of everyday conversation and 
stories almost from birth. From my father, I was 
steeped in family stories and local history. These 
influences have had a profound effect on both my 
stories and my writing style. Family stories are an 
especially strong part of my work. I had written all 
my life, and finally in 1976 decided to try to get my 
work published." 

My Brother Joey Died (Julian Messner, 1982) was 
published after 54 rejections. The Year of the Perfect 
Christmas Tree (Dial, 1988) was her second book. 
Houston's first novel for young adults was Littlejim 
(Philomel, 1990), followed by Littlejim's Gift 
(Philomel, 1991), My Great Aunt Arizona (Harper & 
Row, 1991) and But No Candy (Philomel, 1991). Cur¬ 
rently, Gloria Houston is the author-in-residence in 
the College of Education at the University of South 
Florida, Tampa. 


Robert Lacey 

Robert Lacey's bestseller LITTLE MAN: Meyer 
Lansky and the Gangster Life (Little, Brown and Com¬ 
pany, 1991) traces the life of the notorious Jewish 
gangster in this in-depth look at the rise and fall, the 
facts and fantasies, of Lansky's career. The author 
spent four years and traveled to seven countries 
investigating the mobster. 

Bom in Surrey, England, Lacey was graduated 
from Selwyn College, Cambridge. As a student, he 
worked on the editorial staff of the London Sunday 
Times. After college, Lacey began writing biogra¬ 
phies and his first, Robert, Earl of Essex, was pub¬ 
lished in 1971. Lacey has made it a practice to move 
to the areas where his subjects lived in order to delve 
completely into their lives. Some of Lacey's other 
books include Majesty (1977), The Kingdom (1981), 
and Ford: The Men and the Machine (1986).

Eden Ross Lipson joined The New York Times in 1974, 
and has been children's book editor since 1984. The 
New York Times Parent's Guide to the Best Books for 
Children, a comprehensive and authoritative resource 
that recommends over 1,700 old and new children's 
classics, is her first book. 

A book commentator and reviewer for National 
Public Radio since 1978, she has written for Parents, 
Vogue, The New YorkTimes Magazine, National History, 
and other magazines and is co-author of The Busy 
Family Calendar. She lives in New York with her 
husband and four children, ages eight to twenty-one. 

In the introduction to The New York Times Parent's 
Guide to the Best Books for Children, Lipson states 
Eden Ross Lipson that her book "is for people who know and love 

particular children and want to help them grow up 
loving to read." For anyone who is overwhelmed by 
the children's section of today's bookstores and li¬ 
braries, this is an essential reference guide to the 
very best available in children’s literature. 


Peter Matthiessen 

Novelist and naturalist Peter Matthiessen has writ¬ 
ten an ecological travelogue to the central and west¬ 
ern regions of Africa in his latest book African Silences 
(Random House, 1991). The book covers his travels to 
Senegal, the Ivory Coast, Gambia, and Zaire in the 
1970s and a 1986 expedition to the Congo basin. 




Peter Matthiessen 


Matthiessen, a Yale graduate, has written 21 novels 
and books along with numerous short stories and 
non-fiction in noteworthy publications such as Atlan¬ 
tic Monthly, The New Yorker, Harper's, The Washington 
Post Sunday Magazine, The New York Times Sunday 
Magazine, and Harper's Bazaar. In the early 1950s, he 
founded The Paris Review with Harold Humes. 
Matthiessen also wrote the 1979 National Book Award 
winner The Snow Leopard (Viking, 1979), At Play in the 
Fields of the Lord (Random House, 1965), and The Tree 
Where Man Was Born (Dutton, 1972). The latter two 
were National Book Award nominees. Peter 
Matthiessen lives on Long Island, New York.
